LECTURE BY DR. JOHN Ross, 


On-the 27th ulto, in the rooms of the Philo- 
sophical Society of Glasgow, Dr. John Ross, of 
Manchuna, delivered a lecture on “ The Chine 
‘ese people and their religion.” Mr. William 
Ewing presided, and there was a large attend: 
ance, oy : : 

Dr. Ross ‘remarked that China was no sick 
man. She had for centuries been laying 
blind: man’s buf, but the handkerchief had 
been torh from her. eyes, and no chain which 
the West could throw round her would prevail 
for any length of time. ‘The more lawless 
were tho action of the armies of the West the 
more speedy would be the overthrow of the 
influence of the West.. The Chinese had from 
the carliest times been diligent observers of 
nature, There was an eclipse of which a des- 
cription was extant, which took place in the year 
2155 B.C, a space of time which took us within a 
few centuries of the date ascribed to the deluge, 
For fully 3000 years there was an authentic his- 
tory of the Chinese in connection with thedes- 
cription of leading events in the Empire. The 
Chinese were a woriderfull persevering and 
industrious people, and: alt hough: the vellow 
race might be defeated’ on thé field ‘of batile, 
they would never be conquered in the field of 
industry, There were three forms of religion 
in Chinu—Contucianism, ‘Tagism, and’ Budd- 
hism, the first of which was overwhelmingly 
the mostimportant. ‘The true Confucianist was’ 


an agnostic. The founder of ‘Tanism was at. 


contemporary of Confucius; the two visited, but 
they didnot’ understand each other, and their 
working principles were as the poles asunder, 
Taoism was a speculative religion, and origin-. 
ally of a high order; but latterly it had de: 
generated into a system of mystic incantations, 
out of which came the exer movement. 
"Buddhism, was an Indian religion, and wasa 
protest against Brahminism., Through Thibet 
it entered into China, where it Speedily gained 
So popular did this religion 
become~all classes running after it--that the 
Emperor had to issue edicts forbidding Mini- 
sters of State and generals of the army to 
leave their posts, The doctrine of Sir Ed: in 
Arnold's “Light of Asia” was unknown in 
Buddha's land. The Chinese believed Jn all 
three religions, because of their Jacl of-scien- 
tific accuracy of thought. The hope of China 
consisted in the fact that the system of Con- 
fucius holds first place. Dr, Ross went on to 
say that the Chinese were not the first inhabi- 
tants of China; the aboriginals who inhabited 
the land were gradually dispossessed by the 
Chinese, who, by their’ superior industry and 
intelligence, overran the whole country, The 
original home af the Chinese was on the banks 
of the Yellow River, whence they spread south.’ 
ward towards the Yangtse, The Chinese still 
continued to extend in all directions——norih, 
south, and west.’ The pure ‘Chinese never 
went to the south ofthe Yangtse,.and the king: 
dom which existed south of the Yangtse was 
annexed to China about the introductian Of the 
Chastianera, By the influence of Confucianism 
the ‘people not: originally’ Chinese had become 
homogenous with the Chinese, :

The discovery of the-“ elixir of life" by two 
professors in the University’ of thicago is 
announced in large headlines by ‘the ‘sensa- 
tional section ofthe daily press. “Not only s 


but we aretold that the said elixir is so familiar | 


a substance as common salt, which most ‘of us 
have ied mdre or less regularly without a 
thought that we were absorbing so potent a 


stimulant. This version of their investigation , 


the Chicago scientists—Professors Loeb and 
Lingle~repndiate with some indignatun, and 
apparently with reason, for the pamphlet in 
which they explain their results treats simply 
of some experiments cAnfirmatory of the theory 
already advanced by s 
the origin nf the heart's thythmic beat inust be 
sought among the inorganic constituents of the 
blood. . Says Professor Lingle'in the pamphlet 
already referred to: - . ae 
" “The latest theory to explain this actio# has 
been sdvanced by Howell, who holds that to 
produce rhyihmic contractions in hent tissue 
the interaction of three salts is necessary— 
sodium chloride to maintain. pressure, calcium 
salts to produce tone and act as the real, 
excitant, and potassium salts to ‘cause relax- 
ation and neutralise the excessive stimulating 
action of the calcium salts, : : 
“The idea of tha rhythmic activity of the

work by Professor, Loeb,- He has shown that 
‘rhythmic contraction ‘can be produced at will 
in the stripped muscle ofthe frog by the action

Professor, Locb’s theories have also been 
tested by his colleague in experiments on 
turtles, in whiclr he gave especial attention.to

other words, is rhythmic activity an ion effect 
in heart muscle [an ian is a chemical element 
as it exists’ ina solution decomposable by an 
electric current]? .

“ Third—What is the tole of other ions with 
respect to ventricular rhythmic activity?” 

Says the correspondent of the New York Sun, 
in descrihing these experiments further:— 

“Professor Lingle found that hearts would’ 
not begin to beat or maintain rhythmic beats in 
solutions ofnonconductors, To this enda series 
of experiments was made with solutions of 
cane-sugar, dextrose, and glycerine, The fact 
that no thylhm was developed in these solu. 
tions, Professor Lingle says, proves Professor 
Loeb’s conclusions that rhythmicactivityaccurs 
only in solution of electrolytes, and is, therefore, 
an ion effect. yy i 

“ Professor Locb maintains that the stimulus 
is most closely associated with the sodium 
compounds, or, rather, with the sodium ion. 
The calcium and potassium salts, simply pro- 
long the rhythm, and improve it by their ability 
to neutralize the injurious effects of too much 
or too extended'action of sodium. Professor 
Loeb has studied separately and together the 
action on heart tissue of the three jons, sodium, 
calcium, and potassium, and finds that while 
th: other ions may start heart action, the 
ee ion is the only one which will maintain 
it ‘

A perfect child's foot is hard to find Too 
often the tender, toes are crumpled and mis- 
shapen. Too often the big toe is pressed over 
on its neighbour, the nails are pushed back, 
and the. joint of the great toc is becoming’ pro- 
nounced.
